TO TELL THE CIRCULATION IS SUICID- 
AL, AND MUST NOT BE DONE. 


The National Advertiser, a New 
York weekly, is said to be owned, 
edited and controlled by certain New 
York special agents, some of whom 
are, quite naturally, very much op- 
posed to any system that tends to 
make known the actual editions of the 
papers they represent. In the issue 
for June 22 space is given to a legal 
opinion to the effect that : 

A newspaper directory must tell the truth, 
and may be sued for libel by any publisher 
who is injured by misstatements of circu- 
lation. 

The compiler of the article referred 
to appears to have had the American 
Newspaper Directory in mind and be- 
gins with the statement : 

The question of the liability of a newspa- 

r directory for its statements of circulation 

as never been decided by an authoritative 
tribunal like the New York Court of Appeals. 

It is a curious and significant fact 
that in the case of the American News- 
paper Directory its publishers, during 
the twenty-nine years of its publica- 
tion, have not once been called upon 
to defend themselves in any court. 

Is a willful misstatement in a directory a 
ground for a libel suit ? 
asks the National Advertiser, and then 
goes on to state : 

In the absence of a judicial utterance, the 
National Advertiser sought an opinion from 
Messrs. Whitman, Fitzgerald & Ives, who 
hold a high rank at the New York bar. 

These gentlemen are reported to 
have arrived at the following conclu- 
sions : 

As a general rule, the proprietors of an 
agency engaged in collecting and publishing 
for circulation among all its patrons informa- 
tion as to standing and financial credit of 
merchants and traders are liable for a false 
report thus disseminated injurious to the 
credit of the subject of it, although made in 
good faith and upon information deemed 
reliable. Even though the communication 
was in cipher, understood only by the sub- 
scribers to the agency, the liability of the 
agency is not affected thereby. 

Any written words are libelous which are 
false of themselves and intentionally false, 


and which have a tendency to injure the sub- 
ject of them in his office, profession, calling 
or trade. 

The fact that the publisher of said state- 
ment was not aware of its falsity is no de- 
fense. He is supposed to know that state- 
ments published are true, and he is clearly 
liable for their falsity, even though the wrong 
complained of was uni ional on his part. 
The fact that newspapers forbade any publi- 
cation with regard to their-circulation would 
aggravate the wrong, providing such publi- 
cation was made and the falsity of such pub- 
lication clearly shown. 

As to the question of privileged communi- 
cation, it has been held in New York that 
a false and injurious report of a merchant’s 
standing, generally distributed by circular, is 
not a privileged communication. A commu- 
nication is privileged only within the rule 
when made by one party directly to another 
person who is interested as a creditor, and 
when made in good faith. 

At this point the article seems to in- 
dicate that the National Advertiser 
people had imposed upon their counsel 
the false impression that such a case 
concerning a newspaper directory had 
at some time been tried; for the a'- 
leged Messrs. Whitman, Fitzgerald & 
Ives now proceed to say : 

We have been unable to find a decision of 
the Court of Appeals of this State involving 
the exact facts as stated abeve. Plainly this 
case has not been before the court of last re- 
sort in this State, but the analogy clearly 
defined between the cases already decided 
and the statement of facts above, leads us to 
the —_— that such publication is unques- 
tionably actionable. 

And at this point the intelligent 
counsel consulted seems to have hit 
upon the gist of the matter, and says: 

But in order to recover a substantial verdict 
it would be necessary to show substantial 
damages or injury as a result of such publi- 
cation. 

It is at this point that the newspa- 
per publisher who thinks of suing the 
directory publisher meets with the ob- 
stacle which in the case of the Ameri- 
can Newspaper Directory none has 
ever been able to get over. The pub- 
lisher of the paper must prove that he 
has suffered SUBSTANTIAL DAMAGES as 
a result of the publication in the di- 
rectory of which he complains. The 
stronger proof he adduces (showing 
kow much he was damaged) the more 
he establishes and advertises the char- 
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acter, the influence, the standing of 
the directory. The success of the 
newspaper publisher in gaining a suit 
for damages would be the still greater 
success for the directory publisher in 
making known that great repute for 
accuracy and fairness that had resulted 
in making the ‘‘one” false statement 
so very damaging, for without a good 
repute its power to damage would be 
small. 

The National Advertiser, after pub- 
lishing the opinion of counsel as given 
above, says: : 

This opinion should be carefully studied 
by publishers who are importuned to give de- 
tailed information to a directory. 

Then the National Advertiser adds : 

Many publishers, for cortentiy good rea- 
sons, object to furnishing detailed statements 
of circulation. They are willing to give fig- 
ures in more concise form, but they expect 
those — to be published without prun- 
ing and blue-penciling. To analyze the fig- 
ures ; to discount them, if necessary, is the 
business of the advertiser. He is better able 
to know whether the statement is a lie than 
the directory editor is. The editor sits in his 
office week in and week out. The advertiser 
himself travels or hires salesmen who do. 
They know the conditions of trade in many 
cities. They know the classes to which the 
various papers appeal. They are in a posi- 
tion to judge whether the circulation figures 
of : particular paper are probably exagger- 
ated. 

It will be noted that the advertiser 
who has so much information and such 
excellent faci'ities for gaining more is 
not in need of the Directory. Yet the 
well-informed advertiser, with best facil- 
ities, is the first to purchase the book. 
He is so well informed that he is able to 
estimate the assistance of the book to 
him at its true value. There is no 
large general advertiser who does not 
buy every issue of the American News- 
paper Directory. 

The National Advertiser proceeds to 
say: 

A newspaper directory ceases to be valu- 
able when the editor concerns himself with 
opinions and inferences. Let him furnish 
unbiased facts if he can. If he can't, let him 
shut up shop. A directory in which a paper’s 
rating varies with the amount of advertising 
that paper gives it is a blackmailing scheme. 

But advertisers find such opinions 
and inferences valuable. In the ab- 
sence of accessible facts the opinion 
or inferences of the Directory editor 
are worth something. Blackmailing 
schemes are despicable always ; but 
blackmailing is oftenest charged or 
hinted at by such persons as would be 
blackmailers if they saw a way. 

The special agents’ organ now pro- 
ceeds to unveil the object of its article: 
The pvint to be emphasized is, that a pub-

lisher is under no obligation to furnish any 
detailed circulation figures at all. 

In the same paragraph the special 
agents’ organ unveils the hopelessness 
of its case: 

If the directory guesses at the facts, and 
guesses wrongly, itis liable for any damage 
that may follow. 

‘*And guesses wrongly”; there is 
the rub. Who would obtain damages 
from a directory publisher for a wrong 
circulation rating must show that the 
rating was wrong. To do this it must 
be shown what the circulation was in 
fact, and to show this the man who 
will not tell 1s powerless. If he de- 
cides to tell, then his case against the 
Directory falls to the ground, for his 
true statement is all that the editor of 
the Directory desires. Such a state- 
ment is always accepted.

THE COUNTRY NEWSPAPER, 

The country newspaper of to-day is vastly 
superior to that of a few years ago on ac- 
count of the introduction of what is known 
as “plate matter” and “patent insides.” The 
former is prepared in large cities by concerns 
generally known as newspaper unions, that 
make a business of editing and compiling 
late news matter from the metropolitan dai- 
lies, putting it into plate form, column width, 
and torwarding the plates to their various 
subscribers, who are generally publishers of 
papers of small circulation. These plates, 
when received, are arranged according to the 
peculiarities and make-up of the particular 
journals receiving:them, and are used in lieu 
of type set at the place of publication. 
** Patent insides,’’ so-called, are sheets print- 
ed on one side only, local matter being set 
and printed at the office of publication. By 
this method of securing news small country 
publishers are enabled to have the benefit of 
the exchanges of the world, and at less ex- 
pense than the composition alone would 
amount toin their own offices.— Se//-Cudture.

A BOSTON CRITIC GIVES HIS VIEWS AS 
TO WHY THE ADVERTISING DID NOT 
PAY BETTER.

standpoint of one who is interested in 
the study of advertising for the pur- 
pose of finding out how to make ad- 
vertising in any given line yield pay- 
ing results, and not from the stand- 
point of one who can speak with 
knowledge obtained by actual experi- 
ence in similar cases. 

In the case of the Register we start 
out with the admitted fact that the ad- 
vertising done did not give the direct 
desired results.) The problem is to 
find the weak point, if there was one, 
and to point out some method which 
would have given results that would 


have justified the expenditure and 
made continuance of the advertising 
advisable. 

My chief criticism of the advertise- 
ments used is that they lacked the 
quality of specificness. They were too 
general. They stated nothing about 
the Red Bank Xegister that could not 
be stated about hundreds of other pa- 
pers, and perhaps about the Register’ 
competitors. There was nothing in 
any of them to make one particularly 
anxious to buy a Register. 

Another weakness was that they did

not state the price of single issues, ex- 
cept to say that at the yearly rate the 
paper cost ‘‘less than three cents a 
week.’’ The ads tried to do too 
much, and were written without re- 
membering that subscription lists can 
best be built up by working first for 
buyers of single copies, then among 
these for regular subscribers. 

I do not believe that a series of pay- 
ing advertisements for the Red Bank 
Register, or for any other Register in any 
other town than Red Bank, can be suc- 
cessfully written by any one out of con- 


stant touch with the paper advertised. 
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I do not mean this as a reflection upon 
expert adwriters, as I believe that the 
services of the expert are oftentimes 
more valuable in pointing out to an 
advertiser the correct way to advertise 
successfully than in doing the work of 
actual writing. The Xegister, in my 
opinion, did wisely in contracting for 
space through an agency, but the 
matter to fill the space should not have 
been sent out in stereotypes, but should 
have been sent out fresh each week, 
and in as many cases as possible differ- 
ent matter for each paper used. 

To illustrate, I give, on the preced- 
ing page, four sample ads of the kind 
I believe would have paid. 

Advertisements after the fashion of 
these would tell the people of Mon- 
mouth County something specific about 
the Red Bank Register, and would, I 
believe, help increase sales. As I have 
said before, I have no experience to 
sustain my ideas, but I remember that 
as a boy I begged a present of a sub- 
scription to a paper which announced 
that it would print a series of articles 
on topics in which I was interested. 
The great daily papers build up their 
Sunday issues by advertising special 
features, and the Ladies’ Home Journal 
probably owes its great circulation, in 
large part, to the way in which it ad- 
vertises, not its general excellence, but 
the separate articles which go to make 
up and sustain the reputation it has 
won. If enterprising country publish- 
ers will take the time to read and con- 
sider newspaper and magazine adver- 
tisements that give paying results, they 
will learn the value of specific an- 
nouncements and be able to advertise 
their own papers in a way that will 
build up circulations.

IMPORTANCE OF TRADE-MARKS 


Originality in devising trade-marks 
is necessarily something of commercial 
value. It may seem very easy to the 
average mind to deliberately coin a 
title or devise a symbol which will be 
novel, original and attractive ; but to 
those trade-mark owners whose busi- 
ness it is to attempt the coining of new 
trade-marks the subject is one which 
involves endless difficulties and is 
bordered with great perplexities. This 
is evidenced by the fact that leading 
firms very often advertise large and 
valuable premiums for novel ideas in 
this direction, and it is amusing to look 
over the large number of suggestions 
which are forwarded in response to 
advertisements of this character, and 
to find how very few of them really 
fill the bill. 

In the first place, in the devising of 
a trade-mark care must be exercised 
to respect the legal requirements of 
trade-mark law. That is to say, the 
trade-mark must net be deceptive or 
misleading, and it also must not be 
descriptive of kind, quality or origin. 
Having surmounted these fundamental 
difficulties, we next come to the prac- 
tical consideration of what is required 
by the business wants of the particular 
article which is to be made the subject 
of the proposed trade-mark. The 
mark must first of all, be oniginal, 
and not imitative of another person’s 
mark used for the same class of 
merchandise ; it must be attractive, so 
that it will readily catch the eye and 
attract attention ; it must be simple, so 
that it may be remembered and carried 
in the mind of the public ; it should, 
by suggestion or innuendo, advertise 
and praise the article which is to be 
sold under it, and it finally should be 
of such a character as to insure its 
permanent stability. There are many 
titles or devices which might have a 
present popular application, but which, 
from the very nature of things, would 
be epiiemeral and transitory in regard 
to continued use. 

A reading of the foregoing resume 
of the qualifications of a proper trade- 
mark should serve to convince the nov- 
ice that the getting out of a new trade- 
mark is not such a very easy matter 
after all.— Shoe and Leather Facts.

The larger stores in large cities suf- 
fer from one disadvantage that the 
smaller store escapes. The large store 
has so many kinds of goods that the 
customer has to go from clerk to clerk 
when making purchases in various 
lines. This going from clerk to clerk 
is sometimes annoying to the custom- 
er, and out of ten polite clerks one 
impolite one will turn the tide against 
the store and cause the customer to 
forget the impression that the ten polite 
ones have labored so hard to make. 

If you have a large store, see that all 
your employees are drilled in knowing, 
as near as possible, what is carried 
in other departments and in knowing 
accurately where these other depart- 
ments are located in the store. It is 
very annoying to the customer to be 
sent from place to place seeking for 
goods, when it is the business of every 
clerk in the house to know just where 
they are to be obtained. 

*,* 

A store should carry that line of 
goods and that quality of goods which 
itscustomers want. The business way 
to build a trade is to have what the 
people are willing tobuy. Many stores 
lose a great part of their trade by not 
really knowing what their customers 
do want. All your employees should 
be instructed to report to you or tothe 
one who buys the goods any thing 
that the customer calls for in your line 
that you have notin yourstore. Keep 
a record of these calls and when you 
find there is a demand for a certain 
thing which you have not, go and get 
it. By following these rules for a 
length of time you will soon have the 
things which are easiest to sell and 
which will most piease your customers. 

x % 


A great many stores think freak ad- 
vertising is progressive advertising. 
They think that they must either be 
funny or odd in order to attract atten- 


tion. ‘I he odd and funny things some- 
times do attract attention but they do 
not always hold it long enough to be 
of any benefit to you, and sometimes 
they even re-act upon the customers’ 
minds until they work against you in- 


stead of for you. All the old ideas 
about turning advertisements upside 
down, using Bible quotations in ad- 
vertising, filling space with a lot of 
rubbish which does not accomplish 
any thing except to fill the s; ace, have 
all long ago been proven worthless for 
store advertising. Asa rule the, peo- 
ple who laugh over your advertise- 
ments, afterwards buy their goods 
where they think they can get them 
the cheapest. Some stores get their 
announcements so full of jokesthat the 
public are inclined to believe their 
serious statements are a joke. 

* % 

* 

Watch the little expenses. Remem- 
ber the old saying of ‘‘take care of 
the pennies and the dollars will take 
care of themselves.” These little 
things that do not seem to count very 
much are the very things which are 
eating up some stores. Stationery, 
twine and boxes all cost money and 
wasting these articles will be a great 
expense in the long run, although the 
individual cost of each piece wasted 
may seem so infinitesimally small as to 
be of no consequence at the time. 
The salary account of the store ought 
to be watched very carefully—having 
two office boys where one would an- 
swer the same purpose, having four 
clerks where three would answer the 
same purpose, will swell your pay-roll 
much beyond what you can afford. 
Learn the secret of having only as 
much help as you can keep comfort- 
ably busy ali the time. Learn to 
arrange the various duties which your 
reople have so as to use all their time. 
For instance, instead of standing 
behind the counters during the dull 
hours of the day, have them up in the 
stock rooms marking goods or doing 
such other duties as can be taken up 
during leisure moments. 

* * 
* 

An intelligent salesman is one of 
the best trade helps that a store can 
have—a salesman that is not only polite 
and bright in his way of presenting 
goods, but who can give real informa- 
tion about the article which he is sell- 
ing when asked todo so, The most 
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irritating answer that a salesman can 
give a customer, when asked a ques- 
tion, is to say, ‘‘I don’t know.’’ In 
ninety-nine cases out of a hundred the 
customer ought to reply : ‘*‘ Why don’t 
you know? It is your business to 
know.”’ Very often it is the salesman’s 
fault that he does not know these 
things about his stock, but more often 
it is the fault of the buyer of the stock 
or the proprietor of the store. The 
one who buys the goods ought certain- 
ly to know all the interesting things 
about them, and, if he does, it is his 
duty to tell these things to the person 
who is to sell the goods. Buyers, as a 
tule, are either so wrapt up in them- 
selves or in their own knowledge, or 
are so ignorant themselves that they 
do not drill the salespeople as they 
should. A customer comes in to buy 
a tool, and the salesman, in showing 
the tool, states that it is made of tem- 
perate steel. The customer then asks, 
‘* What is temperate steei?’’ It must 
be admitted at once that the salesman 
ought to be able to give an intelligent 
answer. If the salesman can not answer 
questions of importance about his 
stock, how can he expect to inspire 
confidence in the customer, who, in 
many cases, is relying largely upon 
what he is told when he makes his pur- 
chases ? “ % 
* 


Large general stores sometimes do 
not consider what an immense amount 
of goods their own employees buy. A 
store with a hundred employees usually 
forgets that in their employees they 
have a hundred customers in perhaps a 
hundred families, if they only see to 
it that their employees can be induced 
to patronize the establishment for 
which they work. It will pay any 
store to be liberal with its employees 
and to do all that is possible to retain 
their good-will and friendship, and to 
show them that you are not only inter- 
ested in the work which they have to 
perform for you. but also in every de. 
tail of their lives where you can help 
them. No matter whether you allow a 
discount of any sort to any other living 
person, you can well afford to allow a 
liberal discount to your employees on 
the goods which they may wish to use 
personally. This discount need not 
apply any further than their personal 
wants nor the wants of those depend- 
ing upon them for support. If you do 
not offer to your employees some in- 
ducement more than the ordinary cus- 











tomer gets, many of them will very 
likely do their trading at some other 
store. This looks very bad for you; 
the people will talk; the salespeople in 
other stores will talk. One salesper- 
son will say to another: ‘‘I thought 
you clerked for Smith. Why are you 
buying your goods from Brown? Is it 
because Brown sells cheaper than your 
own employer?” It is a bad reputa- 
tion for your store to have, when 
many of your clerks buy their goods 
somewhere else. 


The kicker. How many there are 
of his kind, and how diversified are 
the things about which he will kick. 
Do not be unreasonable, do not kick 
just for the fun of kicking, but when 
you have cause to kick stand up for 
your rights and kick hard. In the 
first place, remember that everybody 
else has just as many rights as you 
have, and do not expect every one to 
give up all their rights for you ; but in 
the competition of to-day the man who 
knows his rights and insists upon hay- 
ing them is the one that is going to 
succeed. The fellow that never kicks 
about any thing and the fellow who 
kicks about every thing are one as bad 
as the other. Kicking when you have 
no cause weakens the effects of your 
justifiable kick. 

These remarks apply largely to a 
store’s dealing with newspapers. Usu- 
ally the newspapers are just as anxious 
to give the store what it deserves as 
the store is to get it; if they are not, 
then the store has a right to kick. Re- 
member, however, that the newspaper 
men are just as smart as you are an 
are better able to get back at you, if 
you attempt to impose upon them, 
than you are able to get back at them, 

Let your business dealings with the 
newspapers or cther mediums in which 
you advertise be just as business-like 
as your dealings with the men from 
whom you buy your other kind of 
merchandise. It is not fair to expect 
the newspaper to sell you advertising 
space at the lowest rate and then keep 
you supplied with transportation, the- 
ater tickets and drinks whenever you 
want them. Some newspapers, we are 
sorry to say, attempt to do this, but in 
the long run you will get the worst of 
it if you do not watch out. 


* 
* 


One serious question which stores 
generally ask is, how much money can 
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we afford to spend in advertising in 
order to help our business grow, and 
at the same time waste no money? 
This is a qucstion which is largely 
governed by circumstances. Some- 
times a store can afford to spend a 
larger amount than at other times, and 
some classes of stores can afford to 
spend a larger amount than other 
stores. It depends largely upon the 
amount of profit which you can ju- 
diciously make upon your goods. For 
instance, a clothing store can afford to 
spend a much larger per cent of its 
saies than a grocery. Then, again, a 
new store just opened must necessarily 
have to spend a larger percentage than 
will be necessary after the store has 
been in existence for some time and 
secured a good number of customers. 
Again, a cash store sometimes has to 
spend a larger per cent than a credit 
store, because the sales of a credit 
store usually average a larger amount 
per sale than those of the cash store, 
and persons having an account with 
the store usually do a large part of 
their trading without much advertising 
expenditure being necessary. Again, 
a store that is well located can often 
get along with less advertising expend- 
iture than a store that is situated out- 
side of the trade center. 

Speaking of stores in general and 
merchandise in general, or rather stores 
that carry a variety of goods in stock, 
if judiciously handled, two per cent of 
the sales should be sufficient to spend 
in advertising. Sometimes it is neces- 
sary to use as much as two and a quar- 
ter to two and a half per cent, and a 
new store just opened can frequently 
spend for the first year or so, ‘to build 
up a trade, as much as three per cent. 

Enough money should be spent, in 
any case, to cause your business to 
grow in proportion to the times and 
the growth of your city. When a store 
does not grow it is going back, unless 
it be in such years of general depres- 
sion, when most stores are going back, 
and to hold one’s own is really to gain. 
If spending two per cent of your sales 
does not put life into your business, 
then spend more—even three per cent, 
if necessary, * x 

* 

Rules are necessary in all stores, but 
sometimes a store has so many rules 
that it develops into a case of ‘‘ red 
tape,” and causes more confusion than 
it does good. Have as few rules as 
possible, in order to well govern your 
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force, but see that these rules are in- 
forced. Better to have a few, which 
mean something, than a great many, 
which are rules simply on paper but 
not in force. Do not have so many 
rules that your employees find it diffi- 
cult in keeping up with them ; having 
an understanding of your rules is neces- 
sary in order that your employees may 
carry them out. One of the best rules 
that you can have for your clerks is: 
‘*Do everything you can, within rea- 
son, to please the customer, provided 
you do not go contrary to the system 
of business required by the house.” 
Be sure that all your employees know 
exactly what is required of them. 
Many of the larger stores now have 
schools in which they teach their em- 
ployees what the rules are and how to 
observe them, This would be a good 
plan for any store to pursue. Before 
you put a salesman to work, see that 
he is told over and over again every 
thing that may be necessary for him to 
know about your store and system. 

There are three ways of enforcing 
rules: First, by calling the offender’s 
attention to the disobedience and 
cautioning him not to do so again; 
second, by imposing a fine upon the 
offender for having repeatedly broken 
the rule; ‘¢hird, an employee, who 
persists in breaking the rules, can only 
be discharged. 

There is one trouble about fines. 
Many of your employees will think 
that you like to fine them because you 
make something off of them every 
time they pay the fine. No up-to-date 
store wil] allow such an ir’pression to 
continue in the minds of its employees. 
They should be taught to believe that 
you do not fine them for any profit 
that you may make out of it, but for 
their own good to teach them correct 
business, and in order to keep them 
from forgetting to do those things 
which are necessary for the good of 
your business. 

A good plan pursued by many stores 
is to hold all fines collected in a sepa- 
rate fund and return this fund to the 
employees in some way so that they 
may see that not a cent of the money 
goes into your pocket. Some stores 
have a sick benefit fund to which they 
donate these fines ; the money going 
to such employees as may be sick. 
Other stores keep a record of the sales- 
manship of their employees and give 
the money collected from fines to those 
who may make the best average. 
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ON COUNTRY ADVERTISERS. 


The Corn Belt Editorial Association 
of Iowa hzld its annual meeting at 
Correctionville in that State on June 
to and Junerr. Among the questions 
which the country scribes discussed 
was: -‘*The Business Man Who 
Doesn’t Advertise.” One of the jour- 
nals devoted to the craft gives the fol- 
lowing interesting account of the 
opinions and statements evoked : 

. D. Henry, of the Coon Rapids 
Enterprise, began by saying: ‘‘ The 
business man who doesn’t advertise 
doesn’t live in my town. The first four 
years I had some trouble in getting 
our business men toadvertise. I think 
¢3 a month was the largest I got, and 
some would nut advertise at all. Final- 
ly, a clerk who had saved up a little 
money put in a little stock of dry 
goods and groceries and contracted 
for a double half-column. He changed 
his advertisement every two weeks. 
That was the beginning of the energy 
on the part of the business men that 
exists in our town to-day. There are 
now five of our firms that change their 
advertisements every week, and the 
other smaller firms either advertise 
locally or change their advertisements 
every two months; such as harness mak- 
ers, restaurant keepers, etc. Last even- 
ing I had a pleasant conversation with 
the editor of the Carroll Sentinel, and 
he touched upon this subject. He said 
that in all his experience in Carroll he 
had been unable to get the business 
men aroused ; in fact, his advertising 
had decreased. He said he had prayed 
—which may seem strange to you, 
sitce he is a Democrat—for the same 
situation we had at Coon Rapids : that 
some man would come to Carroll and 
teach the other men how to advertise. 
There was such a man in his town a 
few years ago, but of limited means, 
who advertised quite liberally, but the 
result was that the men engaged in the 
same line reaped the reward, because 
they carried a much larger stock of 
goods, and thus they froze out this en- 
terprising man.”’ 

Mr. Crawford, of the Cherokee 
Herald: ‘‘\ believe this question is 
like anything else; you have got to 
make a man see that it pays. When 
you do this you have gone a long way 
toward getting his business. I am 


afraid much money is spent in adver- 
tising from whicn the advertiser gets 
li.tle or no benefit. 


The editor should 
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devise some means to show the adver- 
tiser that he is benefited. One of our 
merchants has a system in advertising; 
he gets a certain space, quotes prices 
each weck, and is a prosperous mer- 
chant. To hold up anexampie of that 
kind to others is a good thing. The 
editor should study this question, and 
get the ads up in such a way that they 
will attract attention, and whatever 
attention they attract he should see to 
it that the merchant knows it.” 

Mr. Toman: ‘The man who doesn’t 
advertise isn’t a business man.” 

Mr. Henry: ‘‘I don’t know about 
that. Mr. Powell, of the Carroll Sen- 
tinel, said the business fellows who 
didn’t advertise had as good business 
as those who did.” 

Mr. Toman: ‘‘ That may be true, 
and is true in our town. There are 
men in Cherokee who have been in 
business twenty years, and who are 
doing a fair business without advertis- 
ing ; but circumstances help them. If 
they were to go into a strange town, I 
don’t think they could do anything if 
they continued their present methods.” 

Mr. Talcott: ‘‘ Perhaps one trouble 
is that some men advertise but don’t 
perform, and thus drive trade to the 
other man, who is a square business 
man, and in this way builds uv a good 
business.” 

Mr. Loft: ‘‘We cannot eliminate 
from our business the fact that the man 
who doesn’t advertise will reap benefits 
from the enterprise of those who do. 
Rather than pick at these fellows it 
would be better for us to try to make 
them see what a help it is to "he town 
and ti.emselves, because cf the adver- 
tising.’’ 

Mr. Henry: ‘‘ We have in our town 
a firm which has been in business there 
about twenty years. They carry every 
one who wishes credit, are capable 
business men of ample means, and 
therefore have every advantage, and 
yet they are our most active advertis- 
ers, although they were the hardest 
firm we had to get aroused. ‘| hey 
said to me not long ago: ‘We adver- 
tise, not to help you, but to help our- 
selves.’ I think it is all due to the 
hustling advertiser who started in 
first, and the others were compelled to 
follow his example. It seems to me 
the only way to get men to advertise is 
to impress them with the fact that it is 
necessary as a matter of business.’ 

Mr. Bloom: ‘‘ There are merchants 
who don’t advertise in our papers who 
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are nevertheless advertisers by means 
of window displays, etc., which is 
legitimate advertising. The problem 
we have to solve is to convince the 
merchant that the newspaper ad will 
help this other kind of advertising.’’ 

Mr. Wonder: ‘‘Ads_ should be 
changed often, otherwise they are of 
little value. When you run an ad 
week after week without change, you 
know very well it doesn’t pay the mer- 
chant.” 

Mr. Oats: ‘‘ We have in Sheldon 
four or five firms who advertise special 
sales and draw trade for twenty-five 
miles. I believe every merchant backs 
up his ad, and this is largely the secret 
of success. Our largest firms do not 
allow us to run an ad more than once. 
I have been trying to find the man who 
doesn’t advertise—there are only two 
of him in our town: one is a saloon 
keeper and the other is an old fossil 
who has been there ever since the town 
was started. He waits on the trade he 
has had for twenty years and wants no 
other.” 

Mr. Loft: ‘‘ Would it be advisable 
to work a scheme to get rivalry started 
by giving some merchant a low rate 
for a half-page ad ?”’ 

Mr. Blum: ‘‘Instead of making a 
reduction in price, wouldn’t it be bet- 
ter to get the merchant to let us try an 
ad, and if we can’t convince him with- 
in a month that we are doing him good 
we will charge him nothing. Go into 
his store; select some novelty; find 
the price, and then boom it in the 
paper. Bind him to keep the article 
out of sight and people will inquire 
for it, and he will know they have 
found out about it through the news- 
parer.”’ 

Mr. Walpoie: ‘A flourirg mill in 
our town didn’t advertise. The proprie- 
tor in passing one day said he wanted 
to sell me some flour. I told him I 
wanted to sell him some advertising. 
‘Oh,’ he said, ‘there is no need of my 
advertising ; everybody knows the mill 
is there.’ In leaving, he asked me if 
I knew where he could get a good cat. 
The next week a line appeared in the 
paper, ‘ Wanted, good cats at the mill.’ 
In a few days he came in and said he 
wished I would tell the people no more 
cats were wanted at the mill.”

HOW THEY ARE ADVERTISED AND HOW 
THEY ADVERTISE THEMSELVES —AN 
INTERESTING INTERVIEW WITH THE 
PRESIDENT OF THE MERCANTILE 
SAFE DEPOSIT COMPANY. 


A representative of PRINTERS’ INK 
recently called upon Mr. Lyman 
Rhoades, president of the Mercantile 
Safe Deposit Company in the Equit- 
able Building, New_York. The first 
question propounded was : 

‘*Mr Rhoades, what are the func- 
tions of such a company as yours ?”’ 

‘*A safe deposit company is one es- 
tablished for the purpose of afford- 
ing people an absolutely safe place in 
which to keep valuable portable prop- 
erty. It is really carrying out the old 
idea that in ‘union is strength.’ 
We have on our books the names of 
about 12,000 people. It is impossible 
to estimate how many people this num- 
ber represents, for it may be merely 
one family, or it may be, say, a lawyer, 
who within his vaults will place the 
valuable papers and other property be- 
longing to twenty or more clients, each 
of whom represents more than an in- 
dividual.”’ 

‘From which you may safely as- 
sume——?” 

‘« That these vaults of ours represent 
more than 100,000 people.” 

‘*Now, Mr. Rhoades, you appeal, of 
course, to the better classes entirely ?” 

‘*Not we. The ignorance of peo- 

le on this subject is most astonishing. 

e appeal to all classes. We haveon 
our books bricklayers, laborers and 
artisans of allkinds. Why not? Foran 
insignificant proportional amount they 
are guaranteed absolute safety for 
their possessions. Be it remembered 
that the man who rents our service to 
the amount of $1 gets as much security 
as he who pays usathousand. Tothe 
poor man who has, say, only the vouch- 
ers of his savings, a deed for his little 
cottage or a small bond, this ought to 
be irresistible. Do you know that these 
vaults contain between three hundred 
and four hundred millions of dollars 
in value? In three vaults alone there 
is value to the amount of $228,000, 000. 
What a striking argument of absolute 
faith in our company that is! The 
functions of our company are three- 
fold—safe deposit, ordinary storage 
and merchandise storage in ware- 
houses. Then we have two other 
branches of service—a burglar alarm 
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service, under which we protect many 
of the banks of this city and the Sub- 
Treasury Building, and a detective 
branch, whereby we guard and protect 
many firms and businesses in our 
neighborhood, notably learning about 
and discovering the character and hab- 
its of employees.” 

‘‘What advertising do you do, Mr. 
Rhoades ?” 

** Well, there are times when we 
use the daily papers quite extensively, 
that is the evening dailies, seldom go- 
ing into the morning. We do not like 
the morning paper on account of the 
crowded state of its advertising col- 
umns; it is hard to achieve such dis- 
play as will reasonably stand out from 
the ruck.” 

**Couldn’t this be overcome ?” 

‘* Not at any cost proportionate to 
the returns.”’ 

‘*Do you use the magazines ?”’ 

‘* No, and yet they have given us in- 
cidentally a great deal of advertising, 
thoroughly unsolicited, too. Thus, for 
instance, Harper's Monthly for Octo- 
ber, 1895, contains a story entitled 
‘The Coupons of Fortune.’ The in- 
cident is based on an episode I told a 
reporter who called here one day, and 
he refers to the Vault Company in the 
Equivalent Building, obviously our- 
selves. Then the May Scriduzer con- 
tains an article based upon us and our 
methods, supplemented by numerous 
illustrations. Of course, these cannot 
be otherwise than good ads.” 

‘*Do you reprint such ?”’ 

‘* No, we let them go at that.” 

‘* What other publications do you 
use ?” 

‘* Occasionally religious, never hu- 
morous ; never programmes or special 
occasion publications. Occasionally 
those trade journals which circulate 
among the dry goodsand shipping mer- 
chants.”’ 

‘* You select your own media?” 

‘**Yes, entirely, although we place 
through one or other of the agencies. 
But, regarding media, I would like to 
add that we occasionally depart from 
our general policy, and for some special 
design take up the papers in one sec- 
tion or a special line. And .then we 
have other methods which are rather 
indirect. Thus, we send out circulars, 


personally addressed, and distribute 
them also to the numerous visitors to 
this building. We also get up book- 
lets, and send out imitation type and 
hand-written letters. 


We keep on 
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hand, too, memorandum books, calen- 
dars, weather signal cards and other 
matter of that kind, usually giving out 
only such things as our experience and 
judgment tell us people will use.’’ 

‘*Do you follow up the circulars ?” 

‘““We pursue our intended quarry 
until we land them, ninety-nine times 
in every hundred. We never let go of 
our grip until we feel there’s no use 
beyond the peradventure of a doubt.” 

‘Do you key your ads ?” 

‘*We can only key out-of-town ads, 
and not always those. Yet, of course, 
we must feel that when business in- 
creases in a section which we have 
been endeavoring to subdue, that this 
is the result of our canvass. Yet, even 
there, we have found we have been 
wrong at times. Nevertheless, we know 
our ads have been so effective that peo- 
ple have come in prepared to do busi- 
ness with us, that they have gone to 
the trouble of clipping the ad from a 


newspaper, and introducing the subject. 


by showing us the ad.” 

‘‘You spoke of giving circulars to 
visitors to the building. Do these cut 
much of a figure?” 

‘*Rather! You must remember the 
recent ad of the Equitable Building, 
which started off with the statement 
that 23,091 people entered the build- 
ing that day. Well, a fair percentage 
were sight-seeing strangers, who 
always favor us with a call. When 
they get through exploring our cata- 
combs, we often, much to their own 
surprise, have interested them to the 
extent of taking a box ora vault. Be- 
fore | forget, I would like to add that, 
among our standing advertisements, 
nothing is more efficient than this enor- 
mous grille extending around the front. 
We do absolutely nothing for show, for 
every one of these rods is absolutely 
steel-forged, and the grille is, there- 
fore, practically impregnable ; yet, at 
‘he same time, it makes a splendid ad 
.or us—an impressive picture of 
strength. So, too, our uniformed po- 
lice force. We protect with these the 
entire Equitable Building, with its 
twelve hundred offices, and these en- 
joy a degree of security absolutely in- 
comparable. We have two of these 
policemen around the Broadway front 
and one at the gate. Of course they 
are a protection, but they, too, are 
standing advertisements. 

“It is a curious fact that there is an 
element of our patrons so ultra-con- 
servative that they deprecate our ad- 
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vertising in any shape or form, They 
believe it inconsistent with proper dig- 
nity, subversive of established meth- 
ods, perhaps even anarchistic. You 
will be amused when | tell you, as a 
solemn fact, that some of these are so 
secretive that they try ever so hard not 
to be seen coming or going from here, 
preferring to make all sorts of detours, 
by coming into the building even from 
Nassau street, and dodging around un- 
concernedly in the attempt to dislodge 
any presumption that they are bound 
for the safe deposit vaults. This will 
be of interest to your readers, because 
it may be classified as an anti-publicity 
spirit. 

‘‘T am a stanch believer in adver- 
tising. I have been so ever since I was 
a boy. I think a pertinent incident of 
those days made me so. I remember, 
before the war, when there was ex- 
hibited at Ann street and Broadway an 
immense sign—a figure of Neptune, 
riding on the sea, trident in hand, with 
thesign ‘Sea Moss Farina.’ I recollect 
hearing that the company who put it 
out appropriated $25,000 annually for 
the purchase of publicity—a big sum 
for that day—and they were said to 
have made a great market for their 
product. This was an object lesson.” 

‘*What is your appropriation, Mr. 
Rhoades ?”’ 

‘‘T dare not tell you the amount, but 
can only say that it varies very much 
year by year.” 

As an example of the ingenious 
methods employed at one time in ad- 
vertising the Mercantile Safe Deposit 
Vaults, the following is apposite: By 
special arrangement with one of the 
press associations, the Deposit Com- 
pany became informed promptly when- 
ever a fire or a murder took place, 
whereupon they immediately sent 
around reading notices to all the pa- 
pers commendatory of their protective 
system. These, it was arranged, should 
have position as near the accounts of 
the fire and murder as could be ob- 
tained. Nobody will deny that this 
was the best kind of good advertising. 
But like everything else of this charac- 
ter it had to be discontinued, for pru- 
dential reasons.

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A PHILADELPHIA GROWTH. 


HOW ADVERTISING MADE A LARGE 
BUSINESS OF A SMALL CONCERN 
STARTED ONLY SEVEN YEARS AGO. 





The best lesson ever learned by the 
merchants of Philadelphia on the power 
of printers’ ink is evinced in the rapid 
growth of the Chicago Merchandise 
Company. From a small enterprise 
established as a carpet house just seven 
years ago, they have twice removed to 
larger quarters, until to-day this firm 
is located in the most central portion 
of the city, and conducts one of its 
largest department stores. 

Their first advertising commenced 
with the business, when a 20-line car- 
pet ad was used, every one of which 
was headed 
‘«Free’’—t hat 
is to say, they 
sewed and laid 
all carpets abso- 
lutely without 
charge. To-day 
they use half- 
page ads in the 
newspapers for 
advertising their 
many depart- 
ments. 

It hardly need- 
ed a question on 
my part to get 
Mr. H. S. Thal- 
heimer, who has 
been the adver- 
tising manager 
of the house 

“since its incep- 
tion, to talk, and 
he went ahead as 
follows : 

‘*T have often heard various news- 
paper men comment upon my work in 
connection with the advertising of the 
Chicago Merchandise Company, and 
many of them said that the advertise- 
ments contained too much matter and 
the type used was too small. Now I 
contend that an advertisement with a 
good gothic head line and illustrations 
throughout will attract more attention, 
sell more goods, and in every way give 
better returns than simply by the use 
of large type throughout.” 

‘*You use large cards exclusively, 
do you not ?” 

“* Ves, for I have no faith whatever 
in small cards—by that I mean any- 
thing less than 400 lines. I would 
rather use a thousand-line card once 





H. S. THALHEIMER, 
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than a hundred-line card ten times, and 
we have clearly demonstrated that this 
kind of advertising shows far better re- 
turns.” 

‘* Have you any choice between the 
daily and Sunday mediums ?” 

‘* Well, we extensively use the Sun- 
day papers, although it is a town with 
little faith by the large mercantile 
houses in Sunday mediums. I think 
this is brought about from the fact that 
John Wanamaker, who is the leading 
spirit in business in Philadelphia, does 
not use Sunday newspapers. I find, 
however, that half-pages used in the 
best mediums of the city (and I con- 
sider the Record, Press and Inquirer 
foremost) pay us far better than the 
use of daily cards, particularly if it 
happens to bea 
rainy Sunday and 
clear Monday. 
Still, I do use 
the dailies exten- 
sively, and on 
Wednesdays and 
Thursdays as a 
rule, which ap- 
pears to be suf- 
ficient to crowd 
the store for the 
balance of the 
week.” 

‘*Have you a 
case in point to 
illustrate how 
your newspaper 
advertising pays 

ou ?” 

‘*The advant- 
ages we gain from 
advertising are 
best evidenced 
from the fact 
that last week I happened to discon- 
tinue our Wednesday card of 1,000 
lines, and the receipts of the store fell 
off nearly $6,000 in one day.” 

Being here shown several sample 
half-pages, it was clearly noticeable 
that each department had the same 
position in every ad, and nearly all 
articles enumerated were accompanied 
by a picture, which prompted the ques- 
tion of his theory on illustrating. 

‘“ We have proved clearly that noth- 
ing pays so well as pictorial advertis- 
ing, for I believe there is no item too 
small for a cut to be used. A friend 
of mine relates, and I use it for in- 
stance, that our ad is sought by his 
wife the first thing on taking up a pa- 
per, and invariably an illustration of 
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some article she needs attracts her eye, 
even though it be at the bottom of the 
card. I consider this conclusive evi- 
dence of its value. I make it a point 
to illustrate each and every article 
mentioned. For example, in the house- 
hold goods department recently, we 
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mained in the store unsold. It is very 
difficult though, I have found, to illus- 
trate carpets, for the reason that out- 
line cuts of designs show up badly, 
and half-tones can not be printed in 
newspapers, although I think we have, 
in a measure, overcome this by having

proven when I say that our concern 
had in their establishment nearly 17,000 
separate pieces of agate ware, and the 
second day after the publication of the 
advertisement not a single piece re- 


the carpets drawn in rolls, and merely 
showing one figure of the design. The 
same scheme is applied to mattings.” 

“You also use a catalogue in con- 
nection with your carpet department, I 
hear?” 

‘‘For our carpet business we have 
issued a magnificent catalogue, printed 
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in oil colors, showing the exact pat- 
terns, designs and colorings of the 
goods as the 7 would appear on the 
floor ; but, of course, this is only sent 
in response to inquiries received from 
out-of-town parties. The cost of this 
catalogue for the first 100,000 was 14 
cents each, and it is mailed free.” 

These few points on the methods of 
advertising a house,so quickly sprung 
from obscurity to prominence against 
great competition, are particularly val- 
uable from an illustrative point of 
view.

COURTESY IN BUSINESS. 
By Chas. Paddock, 

It is a great mistake to suppose that 
politeness costs nothing. It seems to 
cost some people a tremendous effort 
whenever they happen to be guilty of 
any business courtesy. They have the 
idea that a bullying, insolent manner 
lends dignity to them, and that an 
abrupt style of speech is what people 
most admire in a business man. 

And yet these very men will wonder 
why they don’t get on better in busi- 
ness. In spite of the genuine bargains 
they offer they are surprised that peo- 
ple keep away from the store. They 
do not see that their repellant manner 
has anything to do with it ; they would 
perhaps be astonished to learn that 
sensitive people—and they are numer- 
ous—would sooner pay more money 
“ where they are courteously treated 
than be bullied or frowned upon at a 
genuine bargain counter 

An affable manner is a good adver- 
tisement in itself—a gruff and surly 
demeanor is a permanently bad one. 
Have not business men common sense 
enough to see this? If they are at all 
observant they can find plenty of evi- 
dences of it daily. Bad temper and a 
frowning face should have no place at 
all in a business house. Their only 
effect is to keep on killing trade. 

However much at fault, it is not 
wise to reprimand an employee sharp- 
ly in front of customers. Whatever the 
offense, curb your temper, at least until 
customers are out of sight and hear- 
ing. One can be firm and even severe 
without a display of temper. Fre- 
quently the customer would feel such 
an outburst as keenly as the employee 
who called it forth. 

Suave, polite manners in the propri- 
etors, managers and salespeople are in 
themselves great attractions to a store 





or place of business. It becomes a 
positive pleasure to trade where you are 
sure of kind and courteous treatment. 
And, on the other hand, one is apt to 
dread going into a store where harsh 
tones, bickerings and fault-findings are 
the rule. 

It is impossible to succeed in busi- 
ness nowadays unless you show a polite 
bearing towards those from whom you 
expect custom, and a well managed 
house will see to it that all help are 
carefully trained in the one important 
point of good manners. Soft words 
and smiling faces bring back as many 
customers as low prices and attractive 
newspaper advertising, and the sooner 
merchants recognize this fact the better 
will it be for their business, 


—-- + —— 
LITTLE ADS, 

In advertising, all does not depend on the 
size of the space used. Ample space is de- 
sirable if it can be rightly filled, and, in the 
Jong run, reasonably large ads are apt to pay 
better than small ones, relative cost con- 
sidered. But it doesn’t always turn out that 
way, and large space is po ah out of the 
question for conservative advertisers of 
small means. Success has often come through 
the persistent use of very small ads. There 
are notable examples of this. I recall two 
firms—one in Philadelphia and the other in 
St. Louis—who have never used more than a 
one-inch single column space. One would 
think that these diminutive ads would have 
been entirely lost in the columns of a metro- 
volitan daily, but they were not, and the firms 
employing them have met with marked suc- 
cess.—American Druggist.

I was interested in John H. Cook’s adver- 
tising failure and looked over the thirteen 
quarter-column ads shown in Printers’ Ink 
of July 14, to see if one who is similarly 
placed could answer his question: ** Can 
any one tell why there were no results in my 
case?” Perhaps some one can. To begin 
with, he wanted to wedge the Register into 
homes most of which already took some 
rival paper. To make a good wedge, and 
then drive it well, was the problem. To get 
people to try the Register, he ought to have 
offered it at a reduced price to new subscrib- 
ers, making a proposition to supply it for, 
say, three or six months, for 25 cents perhaps, 
and crediting this amount as paid on the fol- 
lowing year. Nowhere in any of the ads do 
we find a suggestion of special inducements 
to get a new subscriber on the list for even a 
short trial. And all this would not have 
been enough. It would have been a good 
thing had Mr. Cook employed some bright 
high school graduate to get up the local mat- 
ter, put the omen in the hands of an hon- 
est young lady, or his wife, and gotten out 
himself and hustled from farm to farm for 
subscribers to the Register. 
have found out that the people “‘ take the 
editor as much as they do the paper,”’ as Bob 
Burdette once said, and that he needed his 
special inducements at many houses to get a 
wedge into them. This is the course the 
Union has pursued, and that is how it comes 
to be rated 3,628 bona fide circulation by the 
American Newspaper Directory. This house 
to house canvass is top-shelf work, and if he 
does not do anything more the editor will 
find out, from the subscriber’s standpoint, 
how to make a paper that best suits his con- 
stituency. Advertising a country pa 
without following it up with personal solici- 
tation is like sowing good seed and then fail- 
ing to gather in the harvest.

Although this season is one of the dullest 
our merchants have eschewed their usual 
custom of cutting their advertising appropri- 
ations to the lowest margin during the sum- 
mer months and are keeping up the amount 
of advertising. Several a the prominent 
dry goods and clothing concerns are increas- 
ing their space in the papers for the purpose 
of getting well in line for the fall business. 
Much of this increase is due to several adver- 
tising concerns recently established in the 
city. The ads seen in the daily papers will 
compare favorably with those Ay Deottenn 
and Eastern merchants. The favorite meth- 
od of retail merchants in their advertising is 
to use six or eight inches, single column, and 
change the ad daily, running the same ad in 
morning and evening. A majority patronize 
all of the leading papers. pea ing of his 
advertising, Mr. Leon Godchaux, one of the 
largest clothing merchants, said: “I have 
been in business at this stand for 27 years, 
and have always been a liberal advertiser. 
My present business is the outcome of judi- 
cious advertising. I keep constantly at it. 
This year we are using le the daily papers. 
We find they pay us better than any other 
mediums. Formerly we used the country 
weeklies published in the territory tributary 
to this city, and have used theater pro- 
grammes to some extent, but will hereafter 
confine our advertising to the daily papers 
published here.”” The plan adopted by Mr. 
Godchaux in his advertising seems to be fol- 
lowed by a majority of the large advertisers 
here. ne thing noticeable about the adver- 
tising of most of the large concerns here is 
the fact that they, as a rule, advertise only 
one line of goods or thoroughly bring out 
some good points about a certain article or 
piece of goods in each ad. All of the busi- 
ness men that I interviewed were unanimous 
in their expressions of satisfaction with the 
results. jJ.W.M

A North Side druggist recently attracted 
a crowd to his windows by displaying there 
an old man of snow white mane, who did 
nothing more than tear strips of pink paper. 
All day a throng was lined up outside, 
men in the rear standing on tiptoes and el- 
bowing to get nearer. The people eagerly 
watched every move the old man made, as he 
slowly, cautiously folded the long string of 

aper once, twice, thrice, and as he made a 
ourth fold they held their breath. Then he 

rasped the four times folded paper with his 
eft hand and the crisis seemed near. Necks 
were craned recklessly. Relentlessly the 
muscles tightened on the pink strip—with a 
lateral wrench he tore the paper,:and, turn- 
ing the other edge about, he tore that also. 
He patiently, painstakingly continued turn- 
ing first one edge and then the other, tearing 
the strip as school-boys tear notes— into long, 
jagged strings they call cat stairs—doing it 
as most poe do not tear paper, carefully 
and methodically.

Absolutely 
none. He may be as suave and oily as he 
ne a he may be a past master in oratory, 
ogic and argument; he may represent a pa- 
per of surpassing merits; but all his abilities 
will not give the advertiser confidence to rank 
him with the known friend—the old acquaint- 
ance. Even reduced to the old principle of 
“it is better to deal with the devil you know 
than the devil you don’t know,” the solicitor 
who has an acquaintance among advertisers 
has a distinct advantage over the one who 
has not. New men have got to ‘* know the 
ropes’ before they can be of efficient service. 
They have to study advertisers as they would 
study books. They must learn che most con- 
venient kours to call, the best line of talk to 
suit different people, the time when they 
may talk ad lribitum—the time when they 
had best be silent. And this kind of educa- 
tion costs time and patience and money. It 
is not acquired in a day, a week, a month 
or a year, although every visit the solicitor 
may be making a better impression and get- 
ting better acquainted with the advertiser.—

People who travel between New York and 
Washington resent the almost continuous 
line of advertisements which faces them as 
they look out of the car windows. The scen- 
ery between the two cities, although not 


striking, is in certain seasons uliarly rest- 
ful on account of its depth of color and the 
richness of its foliage, but the charm is al- 
most destroyed b e obtrusive and vulgar 
signs which flash aioe the eye. In Eng- 
land the same problem is presented—the 
problem of preserving natural scenery from 
the ravages of those who would use it for all 
sorts of commercial purposes. Prof. Bryce, 
in a recent speech at Aberdeen, said that 
there were three deadly enemies to fine scen- 
ery—advertisements, especially of patent 
medicines; commercial companies anc rail- 
ways. He enumerated several beautiful falls 
which have been practically destroyed by the 
building of nants ctories in their immediate 
vicinity. The building of railroads is often

THE people who know least about 
advertising are the most cocksure. 


THE best book on advertising is 
one’s own volume of personal experi- 
ence, 


A STYLE of advertising that makes 
one man a millionaire may utterly ruin 
another. 


THERE is a golden mean between 
extreme brevity and extreme prolixity 
in advertisement writing. 


THE advertising which made one 
line of business pay may be of little 
use or value in other lines, or even to 
another advertiser in the same line. 


No EFForT should be spared in 
making announcements attractive, but 
the effort should not be apparent in the 
advertisement itself when it is printed. 


AN announcement that is only fairly 
good, but is persistently used, will 
probably bring far greater returns than 
one that is excellent, but appears but 
seldom, 


THE quiet, dignified tone gets speedy 
and respectful attention, while the 
blustering, screaming one meets with 
but scant courtesy. This is as true in 
advertising as anywhere else. 





Tr is not so much that the advertis- 
er has good ads or good mediums or 
good positions. Unless a definite, vig- 
orous plan lies behind all these, much 
of their good effect will be dissipated. 
It is by the combination and intelli- 
gent direction of all these forces that 
success in advertising is to be obtained. 


WomMEN buy almost all the goods sold 
by advertising. Why should not wom- 
en make good adwriters? 


THE most original advertiser is one 
who, making no pretense to originality, 
uses the same means as other advertis- 
ers, and by their use secures better re- 
sults. It is more important that an ad 
sell goods than that it be very dissim- 
ilar from others. 


THE best advertisement is frequent- 
ly found to be the one which most 
people would condemn as bad, simply 
because these people are unacquainted 
with the local conditions, upon a 
knowledge of which the success of 
most advertising hinges. 


THE substitution problem is a far 
broader one than many who are agi- 
tating it imagine. It has many sides, 
many phases. All these must be con- 
sidered in any measures leoking to the 
extinction of the evil. The problem 
is as far from solution to-day as it ever 
was. 


THE Little Schoolmaster would like 
to examine, with a view to purchase, 
articles of about 300 words on any in- 
teresting phase of advertising. For 
such as can be used, prompt payment 
will be. made, while those that prove 
unavailable will be sent back with 
equal expedition if stamps are inclosed. 
Short editorial paragraphs and good 
advertising jokes are also in demand. 





THE September edition of the Amer- 
ican Newspaper Directory will con- 
tain, in Part 11., a complete list of all 
newspapers and periodicals in the 
United States and Canada accorded a 
circulation of 1,000 and upwards. The 
number of these publications is 5,858. 
The June, 1897, edition contained only 
5,545. This appears to indicate that 
times are improving. It also shows 
that the number of newspapers that 
appreciate the value of a rating in the 
Directory is constantly increasing. 








My experience has taught me that 
quantity of circulation has no value 
unless coupled with quality. I believe 
that the two are wedded in the Vews. 
Then, again, I am of the opinion that, 
considering all things—price, circula- 
tion, standing and drawing powers— 
the Daily News is the cheapest adver- 
tising medium in Chicago.—PAilip A. 
Conne. 
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Says a writer in Business : 

Get out around and among people. To be 
successful in advertising means not only the 
use of your head, but also of your legs and 
mouth, to hear and see what is going on in 
the great outside world of advertising affairs. 


This is a new wrinkle in anatomy. 
Hearing with the legs and seeing with 
the mouth ought to entitle a man to a 
good fat job in a dime museum. 


LITERARY ability is the least of the 
elements that go to make a good ad- 
vertiser. The first qualification is that 
the prospective adwriter should have 
the faculty of reading his kind. In 
addition he should be an excellent 
business man—with good judgment 
and common sense. These qualifica- 
tions are indispensale, while the mere 
literary ability can be secured by the 
occasional employment of a man who 
can wield the pen. 


AN advertiser who is about to ex- 
pend a very large sum will probably 
get returns even if his announcements 
are not of the class generally considered 
good. The very momentum of great 
expenditure carries himalong. Noone 
would consider the Hood announce- 
ments good; yet, tested by results, 
they are among the most profitable ad- 
vertising of the day. This is due, no 
doubt, to the fact that the public is 
never allowed to forget them. 








A sPARK of humor in an advertise- 
ment is an excellent thing, putting the 
reader in a receptive mood. The only 
trouble is that few people have the 
ability of injecting it. When the ordi- 
nary merchant makes the attempt he 
produces something that disgusts by its 
crudeness and horsiness. In such 
cases it were best not to make the at- 
tempt. Unless the humor bubbles up 
spontaneously, it will have a strained 
effect that is far from attractive. 


No doubt the persistent use of one’s 
catch.line is a good thing and to be 
commended; but it may, once in a 
while, put one in a ridiculous position. 
Recently, Geo. C. Flint & Co., the 
New York furniture men, had an ad- 
vertisement in the Herald, telling how 


“in less than a month Oriental rugs will go 
up the tariff staircase with a bound, and A a 
abapeeny reached will be from 40 to 109 
i cent higher than before. They will then 

e hard to procure. But these are days of 
grace and opportunity. Until the duty is 
exacted, every Oriental on our seventh floor 
will remain at ‘ low tariff’ figures.’ 


Then followed the catch-line: ‘‘Buy 
of the Maker.” 


SIMPLICITY is the first essential of a 
good advertisement. 


IT would be a curious and not unin- 
teresting experiment for somebody to 
collect the opinions of ordinary people 
on what is generally termed the Beards- 
ley style of poster. However much 
students of art may rave about its ar- 
tistic possibilities and development, it 
is doubtful whether the common peo- 
ple have ever understood it, or have 
ever been much interested in or attract- 
ed by it. At the same time, these people 
have shown instant appreciation of 
ordinary artistic iilustrations, such as 
the Wool Soap babies. The moral 
would appear to be to utilize posters 
which the public can understand, 


THE question how undertakers can 
advertise judiciously and attractively 
without hurting the sensibilities of 
people at a time when these sensi- 
bilities are most acute, has often been 
discussed in PRINTERS’ INK. Mr. 
Fithian S. Simmons, an undertaker, of 
Cainden, N. J., seems to have solved 
the problem to some extent. Mr. 
Simmons issues a booklet advertising 
his business, in which he talks cogently 
and convincingly of such matters as 
the general conduct of an undertaking 
business—manufacture (of coffins), fa- 
cilities, show room and charges. The 
pamphlet is illustrated by half-tones of 
his establishment, which appears to be 
a pretty and luxurious one. The 
whole booklet leaves an excellent im- 
pression of the establishment. 





BEFORE Mr. Arthur Lamalice, the 
advertising manager of the Za Presse 
newspaper of Montreal, assumed his 
present position, he was a successful 
adwriter in independent business in 
that city, doing most of his work in 
French. His labors in this direction 
resulted in his coming into constant 
contact with Za Presse, and eventually 
becoming its advertising manager. 
Mr. Lamalice is an enthusiastic ad- 
mirer of PRINTERS’ INK, and possesses 
a complete bound set of the Little 
Schoolmaster. He has, he says, put 
into practice many of its suggestions. 
Recently an editorial appeared in these 
columns stating that Za Presse has 
undoubtedly the largest daily circula- 
tion in Canada. To this notice Mr. 
Lamalice ascribes the ease with which 
he secured a certain large advertising 
contract for his paper during the time 
he was in New York.

TYPEWRITING, 


A typewriter who writes accurately from 
dictation at the rate of forty words a minute 
for an hour is a good operator. One who 
writes fifty words a minute for the same time 
is better. One who writes sixty words a 
minute is excellent. One able to average 
seventy words, spelled and capitalized cor- 
rectly, is an expert. One capable of writing 
eighty words under those ae is pri 

d as a “lullah.”’ See 
somnclenty shilltal to strike oft ~od words, 
following those requirements, is a “‘lullah 
XXX’; and one able to average one hun- 
dred words is a star operator of the first 
quality, and there are at least three typewrit- 
ers in this city who can make a “century 
run” of that sort in an hour. 

A typewriter’s ability to write from dicta- 
tion depends largely upon the matter that is 
dictated and upon the dictator, For example, 
an expert operator might be confronted with 
terms which are Jong and unfamiliar to him, 
and he might be handicapped to the extent 
of twenty words a minute by a jerky or 
indistinct reader. A comparatively small 
number of typewriters are adapted, mentally 
and ph sically, for very rapid work, and not 
one in Rfty, as operators go, is able to aver- 
age sixty words a minute from unfamiliar 
matter. By this is meant 3,600 words, prop- 
erly spelled, in one hour. Forty words a 
minute is probably not far from the average 
rate of speed in this city. When an operator 
produces copy containing words that are 
misspelled or jumbled, he isn’t a typewriter ; 
he’s a “ plag.” 

The typewriter who maintains a speed of 
forty words per minute for five A gay a day 
usually earns his pay.—. ¥. S

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OLD ENGLISH PAPERS. 


The oldest English newspaper is the Lon- 
don Gazette, which was, on its first publica- 
tion on November 14, 1665, known as the 
is | Oxford Gazette trom the fact of the Parlia- 
ment sitting at Oxford. This name was 
changed on February 5, 1666, to the present 
one. But though the ‘London Gasette con- 
tains some items of much interest to certain 
people, such as those who have received 

honors” at the hands of royalty, or those 
whose bankruptcies are announced, it is not 
a newspaper in the usual sense of the term— 
that is, as being read generally by the public. 

The honor of being the oldest newspaper 
of this class in the British Isles, and hence 
probably in the world, may be unhesitatingly 
Gendell, says Answers, to Berrow’s Wor- 
cester Journal, which made its appearance 
in 1690, ten years before the beginning of the 
eighteenth century. It has always had a 
wide circulation among the higher classes of 
its district, and is to-day as vigorous as ever. 
But when it first came out it was not under 
its present name, and this factor is of im- 
portance in considering its claim to the 
premier honors of the journalistic world. 

Perhaps the palm of being the doyen of 
English p Aeon ought to be awarded the 
Lincoln, Rutland and my Mercury, 
still published weekly at Stamford. This 
paper has now, as ever, a truly great circula- 
tion, and an enormous influence in the East- 
ern Midland District. Its title is exactly the 
same to-day as it was on the day it was first 
@| published—one hundred and seventy-four 
years ago. Hence this important factor 
should almost assign to it the first place 
among extant newspapers. There is in the 
Leicester Museum a copy of the 1719 issue, 
consisting of four pages demy quarto, its 
style that of the old newsletter. In July, 
1855, its circulation had become 14,000 a 
week, the Mghest at that time of any paper 
out of London. Its price was then two- 
pence, but is now a penny, with a circulation 
of 25,000 weekly. Thomas Cooper, the 
famous Chartist poet, was on its staff in his 
younger days, he ‘political complexion of 
this celebrated paper is liberal.—/ourth 
Estate.
